As more journalists seek per- 
mission to accompany U.S. forces

and Stripes that any reporter seek- 
ing to embed with U.S. forces is 
subject to a background profile by 
The Rendon Group, which gained 
notoriety in the run-up to the 2003 
U.S. invasion of Iraq for its work 
helping to create the Iraqi National 
Congress. That opposition group, 
reportedly funded by the CIA, fur- 
nished much of the false informa- 
tion about Iraq’s supposed weapons 
of mass destruction used by the 
Bush administration to justify the

Rendon examines individual 
reporters’ recent work and deter- 
mines whether the coverage was 
“positive,” “negative” or “neutral” 
compared to mission objectives, 
according to Rendon officials.

It conducts similar analysis of general reporting 
trends about the war for the military and has been 
contracted for such work since 2005, according to 
the company. 

“We have not denied access to anyone because of 
what may or may not come out of their biography,” 
said Air Force Capt. Elizabeth Mathias, a public af- 
fairs officer with U.S. Forces Afghanistan in Kabul. 
“Tt’s so we know with whom we’re working.” 

U.S. Army officials in Iraq engaged in a similar 
vetting practice two months ago, when they barred 
a Stars and Stripes reporter from embedding with a 
unit of the 1st Cavalry Division because the reporter 
“refused to highlight” good news that military com- 
manders wanted to emphasize. 

Professional groups representing journalists are 
decrying the Pentagon’s screening of reporters. 

“That’s the government doing things to put out the 
message they want to hear and that’s not the way 
journalism is meant to work in this country,” said 
Amy Mitchell, deputy director for Pew Research 
Center’s Project for Excellence in Journalism. 

“The whole concept of doing profiles on reporters 
who are going to embed with the military is alarm- 
ing,” said Ron Martz, president of the Military Re- 
porters and Editors association. 

“Tt speaks to this whole issue of trying to shape 
the message and that’s not something the military 
should be involved with,” he said. 

Mathias said the Rendon reports are generated 
only after a reporter has been assigned to cover a 
unit and are done on an ad hoc basis, typically for 
lesser-known journalists and those new to covering 
the war in Afghanistan.

The reports are useful for familiarizing com- 
manders with topics the journalists could address 
and for facilitating coverage specific to a journalist’s 
interests, she said. 

Mathias also contended that the Pentagon has 
begun shifting away from the positive-negative-neu- 
tral scale and is now evaluating news coverage more 
for its accuracy. 

“If it’s accurate, that’s a successful news story, 
whether good or bad,” she said. 

The recent merger of U.S. and NATO public af- 
fairs outfits in Kabul has resulted in a one-stop shop 
for media information and embed requests. It also 
gives more public affairs officers access to the back- 
ground reports and other services provided by The 
Rendon Group. 

The backgrounds are part of a wide scope of work 
Rendon does for the Defense Department under its 
current $1.5 million “news analysis and media as- 
sessment” contract, according to military and com- 
pany officials. 

The work includes statistical analysis of reporting 
trends inside and outside of the country and cover- 
age of specific topics such as counternarcotics oper- 
ations. It also analyzes how effectively the military is 
communicating its message. 

“This allows them to measure the strategic effect 
of U.S. and allied activities as reflected in the local 
and international media,” according to an e-mailed 
statement from Rendon. 

As of Friday, there were 60 media outlets — ex- 
cluding Afghan media — on the ground with U.S. 
and NATO forces, a significant increase compared 
to just a few months ago, said Mathias.

Mullen, a Vietnam veteran, said 
he’s aware that public support for 
the war is critical. “Certainly the 
numbers are of concern,” he said. 
But, he added, “this is the war 
we’re in.” 

Three years ago, the U.S. had 
about 20,000 forces in the coun- 
try. Today, it has triple that, on 
the way to 68,000 by year’s end 
when all the extra 17,000 troops 
that Obama announced in March 
are to be in place. An additional 
4,000 troops are arriving to help 
train Afghan forces, he said. 

“T recognize that we’ve been 
there over eight years,” Mullen 
said. “This is the first time we’ve 
ever really resourced a strat- 
egy on the civilian and military 
side.” 

Arizona Sen. John McCain, 
the top Republican on the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, said 
he wants the military leadership 
in Afghanistan to use the same 
aggressive approach that Gen. 
David Petraeus used success- 
fully in Iraq. 

He said the top U.S. com- 
mander in Afghanistan, Army 
Gen. Stanley McChrystal, should 
say exactly how many troops he 
needs in Afghanistan, let Con- 
gress debate it and Obama would 
make the ultimate decision. 

Troops in Afghanistan should 
“clear and hold” an environment 
for people so that economic and 
political progress can be made, 
he said. McCain said he worries 
McChrystal will be pressured to 
ask for lower troop totals than he 
needs. 

“T don’t think it’s necessarily 
from the president,” he said. “I 
think it’s from the people around 
him and others and that I think 
don’t want to see a significant 
increase in our troops’ presence 
there.” 

On the question of what it will 
take to turn the tide in Afghani- 
stan, McCain said: “I think with- 
in a year to 18 months you could 
start to see progress.” 
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Red Cross to get prompt 
notice of new detainees 
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U.S. military must contact aid agency within 2 weeks

WASHINGTON — The U.S. military has quietly 
tightened its detention policy to require that the In- 
ternational Committee of the Red Cross be notified 
promptly of terror suspects held at a special camp 
in Iraq and another in Afghanistan, a senior mili- 
tary officer said Saturday. 

The change in policy, first reported by The New 
York Times on its Web site Saturday, took effect in 
early August with no public announcement, the of- 
ficer said. The officer, who has direct knowledge of 
the change, spoke on condition of anonymity. 

The locations of the camps are classified secret. 

U.S. policy on the handling of detainees in Iraq, 
Afghanistan, Guantanamo Bay and elsewhere has 
been a politically explosive issue since the early 
years following the Sept. 11, 2001, terrorist attacks 
and the U.S.-led invasion of Afghanistan. The Jus- 
tice Department is now considering whether to 
investigate alleged harsh interrogation practices 
sanctioned by the Bush administration after 9/11. 

In the latest shift in U.S. detention policy, the mil- 
itary has decided that the names and identification 
numbers of foreign fighters and terrorist suspects 


held in secret at a camp in Iraq and another in Af- 
ghanistan that are run by U.S. special operations 
forces must be provided to the Red Cross within 
two weeks of capture, the officer said. The previous 
procedure was to notify the Red Cross as soon as 
practicable, but there was no U.S. requirement that 
it be done within two weeks of capture, the officer 
said. 

The Times reported that as many as 30 to 40 for- 
eign prisoners have been held at the camp in Iraq 
at any given time. It reported no estimate for the 
Afghan camp but said it probably was smaller. 

Bryan Whitman, a Pentagon spokesman, said he 
could not discuss any changes of policy or specifics 
of handling detainees at these camps, which he said 
are “screening sites.” He said their purpose is to 
temporarily hold high-value targets to remove them 
from the battlefield and to determine as quickly 
as possible if they have information of immediate 
value to ongoing coalition military operations. 

“They are not secret prisons,’ Whitman said, 
adding that their existence is disclosed to the host 
nations and to the Red Cross. 

The shift in policy was set in motion by Gen. 
David Petraeus shortly after he took over as com- 
mander last Oct. 31 at U.S. Central Command.

Fraud charges may 
swing Afghan vote 


Iraq airs confession 
of bombing suspect

BAGHDAD — Facing wide- 
spread criticism over security 
lapses, the Iraqi military on Sun- 
day broadcast the confession of 
a Sunni man identified as the 
mastermind of one of two suicide 
truck bombings targeting govern- 
ment buildings in Baghdad. 

The announcement comes as 
Iraqi lawmakers and other top 
officials have traded blame and 
called for investigations into how 
the bombers drove trucks past 
checkpoints and positioned them 
close to government institutions. 

Maj. Gen. Qassim al-Moussawi, 
the chief military spokesman for 
Baghdad, said the man was a se- 
nior member of Saddam Husse- 
in’s ousted Baath Party who had 
confessed before his lawyer and 
the chief prosecutor. 

The 57-year-old man, wearing 
a gray and white striped shirt, 
identified himself as Wisam Ali 


Khazim Ibrahim and said he was 
a former police officer from the 
Diyala province city of Muqdadi- 
yah, north of Baghdad. 

He said he had fled to Syria in 
July 2006 but returned to Iraq 
the next year to revive the Baath 
Party in Muqdadiyah. 

The attackers paid $10,000 to 
a facilitator who knew the Iraqi 
security forces manning the 
checkpoints on the roads from 
Muqdadiyah to the Finance Min- 
istry, Ibrahim said. 

Al-Moussawi aired only Ibra- 
him’s confession but said more 
than 10 people comprising the 
whole network involved in the at- 
tacks have been arrested. He did 
not mention the Foreign Ministry 
but said other confessions would 
be shown in coming days. 

Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki 
and other Shiite politicians have 
blamed an alliance of al-Qaida 
and Saddam loyalists known as 
Baathists for the bombings. The

U.S. military said the attacks bore 
the hallmarks of al-Qaida in Iraq. 

The suspect said he had joined 
the Baath Party in 1973 and 
worked with fellow members in 
Syria. 

“T returned to Iraq in August 
2007 in order to revive the Baath 
organization, which was suffering 
badly in Muqdadiyah,” he said in 
the televised confession.

KABUL — Charges of fraud in 
Afghanistan’s presidential elec- 
tion are extensive enough that 
they could sway the final result, 
and the number is likely to grow, 
the commission investigating 
complaints said Sunday. 

The independent Electoral 
Complaints Commission has re- 
ceived 225 complaints since the 
start of Thursday’s vote, includ- 
ing 35 allegations that are “mate- 
rial to the election results,” said 
Grant Kippen, the head of the 
U.N.-backed body. The figures 
include complaints about both 
the presidential balloting and 
provincial council polls. 

Millions of Afghans voted in 
the country’s second-ever direct 
presidential election, although 
Taliban threats and attacks ap- 
peared to hold down the turnout, 
especially in the south. Final cer- 
tified results won’t come until 
next month. 

President Hamid Karzai’s top 
challenger, former Foreign Min- 
ister Abdullah Abdullah, wid- 
ened allegations of fraud against 
Karzai and his government 
Sunday, saying ballots marked 
for Karzai were coming in from 
volatile southern districts where 


no vote was held, and that turnout 
was being reported as 40 percent 
in areas where only 10 percent of 
voters cast ballots. 

“This is a sign or evidence of 
widespread rigging,” Abdullah 
said. 

Abdullah said he hoped fraud 
would be prevented through legal 
appeals with the complaints com- 
mission. But he also said he had 
no faith in the chief of the Afghan 
Independent Election Commis- 
sion, a Karzai appointee. 

The Karzai campaign has dis- 
missed such allegations, and ac- 
cused Abdullah supporters of 
carrying out fraud. 

Outside observers have said the 
voting process was mostly credi- 
ble, but have also listed numerous 
incidents of fraud and violence. 

The U.S. special envoy to Af- 
ghanistan said allegations of 
vote rigging and fraud are to be 
expected, but observers should 
wait for the official complaints 
process to run its course before 
judging the vote’s legitimacy. 

“We have disputed elections 
in the United States. There may 
be some questions here. That 
wouldn’t surprise me at all. I ex- 
pect it,’ Richard Holbrooke told 
AP Television News in the west- 
ern city of Herat. “But let’s not 
get out ahead of the situation.” 


Probe into private’s death reveals alleged cruelty by other Gls

COLUMBUS, Ohio — Adrian Wilhelm 
says when he learned that his son possibly 
committed suicide just four days into his 
deployment in Iraq, he immediately knew 
that the facts didn’t add up. 

His son, 19-year-old Pvt. Keiffer Wil- 
helm, was excited and upbeat just weeks 
earlier as he prepared for his deployment. 


He was planning to buy a new car. He was 
exercising diligently, shedding nearly 30 
pounds in time for boot camp. 

Then, suddenly, he was dead. Now his 
family is struggling to process this stun- 
ning news: Four of Wilhelm’s fellow sol- 
diers stand accused of abusing him — and 
other soldiers in his unit — with excessive 
physical fitness and cruelty. 

Military officials say Wilhelm’s Aug. 4 


death is under investigation. But his father 
says Wilhelm never would have killed him- 
self without “being pushed to the limit.” 

The evidence of maltreatment became 
clear during the investigation into Wil- 
helm’s death, Multi-National Division- 
South spokesman Lt. Col. Kevin Olson 
wrote in an e-mail. 

Olson also said there is no direct evi- 
dence that the soldiers’ alleged misconduct 


caused Wilhelm’s death, which remains 
under investigation. 

CNN has reported that military said the 
probe was a suicide investigation. 

Olson said the allegations against the 
soldiers include verbal abuse, physical 
punishment and ridicule toward soldiers 
within their platoon. 

“They just acted like they were a bunch 
of street hoods,” Wilhelm said. 
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Sharkskin coating 
could help Navy keep 
barnacles at bay

YOKOSUKA NAVAL BASE, Japan — 
While watching a Trident submarine pass 
through Pearl Harbor in 2002, Anthony 
Brennan came up with an idea that might 
one day help the Navy defeat its slimiest 
enemy. 

Muck, barnacles and the multitudes of 
organisms that attach themselves to ship 
hulls aren’t just unsightly, they are expen- 
sive, too. The extra drag on ships costs the 
Navy about $1 billion annually in extra 
fuel and maintenance costs, according to 
the Office of Naval Research. 

Brennan, a University of Florida engi- 
neering professor, compared the muck- 
laden submarine’s smooth, rotund shape to 
a whale — a creature whose surface read- 
ily attracts parasites and barnacles. 

Then he thought of sharks, which have 
very few such freeloaders. 

After years of ongoing research, Bren- 
nan says he is close to doing large-scale 
trials on Sharklet, an application that 
could effectively give a surface ship’s hull 
a sharkskin coating and prevent buildup 
without using toxic compounds. 

Lab results on Sharklet-patterned sur- 
faces have shown dramatically less or- 
ganic growth when compared with smooth 
surfaces typically found on ship hulls. 

“If this performs in [tests] in the ocean, 
there is no limit to the size of ship that it 
goes on,” Brennan said. 

The crucial changes to the surface aren’t 
visible to the naked eye. Brennan says he 
is trying to perfect the shark scale-like 
pattern at a size of 2 to 16 microns, which 
would prevent extremely small organisms 
from binding. 

For comparison, a human hair’s diame- 
ter is about 50 microns and a shark’s actual 
scales are sometimes about 150 microns. 

Besides the added efficiency that would 
come with reduced drag, the Sharklet de- 
sign itself could possibly make ships more 
hydrodynamic, Brennan said. 

Brennan’s work is one of multiple proj- 
ects that receive funding from the Office 
of Naval Research’s program to prevent 
microorganism buildup. 
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University of Washington professor Shaoyi Jiang tests a coating that uses mixed- 
charge compounds that keep parasites and other microorganisms from attaching to 


ship hulls. 


When organisms form a more persistent 
biofilm, they can add 20 percent more drag 
to a ship, according to the research office. 
A plague of barnacles can push that figure 
up to more than 60 percent. 

For surface ships, the Navy’s current 
solution is to use copper-based paint. 
The copper slowly leeches from the hull 
and kills the organisms trying to attach 
themselves. 

However, it also kills other life in the 
ocean and taints the water with heavy 
metal pollution. 

Regulatory pressure and anticipated re- 
strictions on toxin-based paints are driving 
the Navy’s push for new hull coatings, said 
Linda Chrisey, biosciences and biocentric 
technology program officer with the ONR. 

“Several candidates are in the process of 
being scaled up for large panel testing at 
open water sites using a variety of tests,” 
Chrisey said. 

Besides Brennan’s work, the research 


office has keyed in on University of Wash- 
ington professor Shaoyi Jiang’s research 
in testing mixed charges known as zwit- 
terionic compounds. The compounds 
alternate between positive and nega- 
tive charges to prevent organisms from 
attaching. 

Because both Brennan’s and Jiang’s 
projects inhibit bacteria, they also could 
be used in medical and other applications 
outside their military uses, ONR officials 
said. 

The research office is funding other 
projects aimed at stopping biofilm growth 
as well, Chrisey said. 

Some of the technologies in develop- 
ment theoretically could be mixed and 
matched. 

However, there is no set timeline; it will 
still be years before a new coating makes it 
to shipyards, Navy officials said.

Navy: Energy 
conservation 


plans saved 
$99 million

Energy conservation programs 
throughout the Navy fleet have re- 
sulted in $99 million in fuel savings 
this fiscal year alone, according to 
figures released by Naval Sea Sys- 
tems Command. 

Incentivized Energy Conserva- 
tion, or i-ENCON, is a voluntary pro- 
gram aimed at implementing “smart 
steaming” techniques for ships that 
reduce fuel consumption. 

“This isn’t about turning off the 
lights,” said Alan Baribeau, spoke- 
man for the Naval Sea Systems Com- 
mand. “It’s about finding smarter 
ways to navigate the ships.” 

Maintaining a clean hull and pro- 
peller, avoiding currents and bad 
weather as well as following preven- 
tive maintenance guidelines are all 
ways Baribeau said the Navy ships 
can conserve energy. 

Due to operational circumstances, 
not all ships can participate in the vol- 
untary program, he said 

Implemented fleetwide in 1999, 
i-ENCON has resulted in $837 mil- 
lion in savings, according to Navy 
officials. 

About 120 ships are participating 
in the program, whose combined fuel 
savings for fiscal 2009 are enough to 
support 21 Arleigh Burke-class de- 
stroyers (at an average of 2,500 un- 
derway hours) for a year, Baribeau 
said. 

Last year 64 ships participated. 

Ships in the program can earn cash 
awards for their morale and recre- 
ation fund from Naval Surface Forces 
Command, he said. 
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‘Chungbot’ makes rounds at Texas Army hospital 


ago after Chung sought grant funding to 
lease the device. Since then, he’s checked 
on patients via robot from as far away as 
Baghdad. 

The robot is controlled with a laptop 
and joystick and wirelessly transmits im- 
ages and sound between doctor and pa- 
tient. Two camera lenses and antennas sit 
above the screen. Sensors along the bot- 
tom keep Chung from running the robot 
into walls and warn him when someone is 
approaching it from behind. 

About 250 similar robots are being 
used by civilian hospitals, primarily to 
connect satellite facilities with specialist 
doctors, said Jennifer Niesse, a spokes- 
woman for InTouch Health, the Santa 
Barbara, Calif.-based manufacturer. 
Most are leased, and she declined to say 
how much they cost. 

The Chungbot recently began a rotation 
as a trainer, allowing deploying nurses 
from Wright-Patterson Air Force Base in 
Ohio to get more specialized burn injury 
training at a patient’s bedside. Chung said 
without the robot, some trainees might 
have flown in, but many would have been 
forced to rely on photos and more basic 
instruction. 

Since the arrival of the Chungbot, other 
military doctor-bots have been tried at 
Madigan Army Medi- 
cal Center in Tacoma, 
Wash., for laproscop- 
ic surgery training, 
and at Ryder Trauma 
Center in Miami for 
remote trauma con- 
sultations. The re- 
sults have generally 
been good but deci- 
sions on long-term 
use have been left to 
local hospital com- 
manders, said Col. 
Ron Poropatich, dep- 
uty director of the 
Army Telemedicine 
and Advanced Tech- 
nology Research 
Center. 

Chung said the 
robot doesn’t replace 
real-life interaction 
with patients and 
won’t eliminate the 
need for specialists 
deployed to hospitals 
in war zones, but it 
can provide’ extra 
access. 

“It’s not going to 
replace real _ pres- 
ence. It extends your 
capabilities,” he said. 

Even if the robots 
were widely used in

SAN ANTONIO — Staff Sgt. Juan 
Amaris laid in intensive care recovering 
from life-threatening burns when he got 
a peculiar visit from his doctor. Dr. Kevin 
Chung — rather, a 5-foot-tall camouflage- 
clad robot with Chung’s face on a monitor 
— rolled in to check on him. 

With his proxy’s cameras zooming and 
wireless antennas beaming, Chung stood 
in a kitchen in Virginia and examined 
Amaris from 1,500 miles away, providing 
a connection between doctor and patient 
even as Chung was on vacation. 

Use of the robot began as an Army 
telemedicine pilot project several years 
ago. But its success in allowing Chung to 
check on patients means the Chungbot 
— as it’s been nicknamed around Brooke 
Army Medical Center — is here to stay. 

“It became so clinically useful, it was 
no longer a research tool,” said Chung, 
who oversees the Army’s only burn ICU. 

Using the robot allows Chung to exam- 
ine wounds and interact with the patient, 
though someone else at the bedside takes 
vital signs and provides hands-on care at 
the doctor’s instruction. 

The robot arrived at Brooke three years

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field hospitals, severely 

wounded soldiers would 

continue to be transported 
to major military medical 
facilities with specialists 
for treatment, but Chung 
noted that much of the 
work done by Army doc- 

tors and nurses involves 

treating wounded civil- 

ians, who aren’t typically 

transported. 

Consultations with spe- 
cialists in those cases are 
often done over the phone, 
leaving the _ specialist 
without the ability to see 
the patient and injury 
— something that could 
change with this type of 
technology, he said. 

Many of Chung’s patients 
at Brooke have been too se- 
dated to interact through 
the Chungbot, but overall, 
family and patient respons- 
es have been positive, he 
said. 

Amaris, who suffered 
third-degree burns over 
three-quarters of his body 
in a Mosul fuel truck ex- 
plosion, said his Chungbot 
encounter was definitely 
strange, but good. 

“You never see no stuff 
like that,’ said Ama- 
ris, a 27-year-old origi- 
nally from Colombia. 
“It shocked me when 
[Chung] said he was in 
Virginia.” 

Amaris’ wife, Jaz- 
min, did a_ double- 
take when she saw 
the robot rolling 
down the hall with 
two soldiers follow- 
ing behind. But she 
said it was reassur- 
ing to see Chung, 
who had been over- 
seeing treatment of 
her husband’s dis- 
figured arms and 
scarred upper 
body, even from 
a computer 
screen atop a 
robot. 

“You feel 
more calm. 
You see so many 
doctors, so many 
people every day. It 
was really important 
to see him,” she said.

Koreas hold talks amid alias funeral

SEOUL — Tens of thousands of mourn- 
ers filled the lawn outside parliament for 
the state funeral Sunday of ex-President 
Kim Dae-jung, a longtime defender of de- 
mocracy and advocate of reconciliation 
who won the Nobel Peace Prize for his 
efforts to reach out to communist North 
Korea. 

The man who made history by holding 
a summit with North Korean leader Kim 
Jong Il in 2000 also managed to bring the 
two Koreas together with his death Tues- 
day at age 85. 

A North Korean delegation dispatched 
to Seoul to mourn him held talks Sunday 
with South Korea’s president, relaying a 
message from Kim Jong II during the first 
high-level contact between the rival na- 
tions after many months of tension. 

The two Koreas technically remain in 
a state of war because their three-year 
conflict ended in 1953 with a truce, not a 
peace treaty. Tanks and troops still guard 
the heavily fortified Demilitarized Zone 
bisecting the peninsula. 

Kim Dae-jung, however, was respected 
on both sides of the border. As president 
from 1998 to 2003, his “Sunshine Policy” 
advocated engaging the isolated North and 
sought to ease reconciliation by plying the 
impoverished nation with aid. 

In 2000, he traveled to Pyongyang to 
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South Korean Buddhist monks pray during former South Korean President Kim Dae- 
jung’s funeral in Seoul on Sunday. A North Korean delegation also came to pay its 


respects. 


meet with Kim Jong I] — the first summit 
between leaders of the two Koreas. Rais- 
ing their hands aloft in a sight that would 
have been unimaginable just years earlier, 
the two Kims pledged to embark on a new 
era of peace on the Korean peninsula. 

The following years saw a flowering of 


reconciliation projects, including the emo- 
tional temporary reunions of thousands of 
Korean family members separated during 
the Korean War, the restoration of a cross- 
border cargo train and inter-Korean busi- 
ness ventures. 

Some criticized the flow of money to 
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North Korea, which has evaded years of 
international pressure to dismantle its nu- 
clear program. 

Relations have been tense since con- 
servative President Lee Myung-bak took 
office in February 2008, abandoning the 
Sunshine Policy and insisting that North 
Korea must prove its commitment to in- 
ternational nuclear disarmament pacts 
before it can expect aid. 

Pyongyang, in response, ditched the 
reconciliation talks and most of the inter- 
Korean projects. 

However, there have been signs the 
tensions may be easing. After welcoming 
former President Bill Clinton during his 
mission to secure the release of two jailed 
American reporters, the North freed a 
South Korean citizen held for four months. 
It also said it would allow some joint proj- 
ects to resume. 

Kim Dae-jung’s death prompted condo- 
lences from Kim Jong II, who authorized a 
high-level delegation of six to pay their re- 
spects — the first time the North has sent 
officials to mourn a former South Korean 
president. 

Led by Kim Ki Nam of Workers’ Party 
and spy chief Kim Yang Gon, the delega- 
tion went to the National Assembly mourn- 
ing site Friday. Dressed in black, they left 
a wreath on behalf of Kim Jong II. 

Extending their trip by a day, three 
North Korean officials met Sunday with 
Lee. 


Crackdown drives N. Korean defector network deeper underground

SEOUL — A clandestine network that 
helps North Koreans escape through 
China has gone deeper underground be- 
cause of fears over what authorities in both 
countries learned from two U.S. journal- 
ists who were released by Pyongyang this 
month, a missionary said Sunday. 

When they were arrested in March, 
Laura Ling and Euna Lee were report- 
ing on an underground railroad that helps 
thousands of people escape North Korea. 

“Their arrest reverberated through the 
aid network,” said Tim Peters, a mission- 
ary in Seoul who oversees aid work in 
northeast China. “It has made an already 


difficult situation 10 times more difficult. 
We now have to be more prudent in every 
phase of our operation.” 

Much remains unclear about precisely 
what evidence North Korean and Chinese 
authorities might have gotten their hands 
on after the journalists were detained by 
North Korean border guards. 

At the time of their arrest, Ling and Lee 
were working for Internet-based Current 
TV. Their American cameraman, Mitch 
Koss, escaped back into China, where he 
was met by Chinese border officials. 

Last week, a South Korean pastor work- 
ing with North Korean orphans in China 
told a Seoul newspaper that Chinese au- 
thorities had shut down five safe houses 


that he operates. The TV team visited and 
filmed one of the secret sites just days 
before they were captured by the North 
Koreans. 

The Rev. Lee Chan-woo quoted Chinese 
interrogators as saying that they had con- 
fiscated videos from Koss. 

He said he had asked the cameraman 
not to identify the children. 

“T allowed them to report on the condi- 
tion that they would not film the children’s 
faces,” Lee told the newspaper. 

Lee said Chinese police confiscated his 
computer, camera and some documents. 
He said the children were dispersed to 
families in China. 

In an e-mail, Koss declined to comment. 


Lisa Ling, sister of Laura Ling, declined 
to comment on the Chosun Ibo report, say- 
ing that the two journalists soon planned 
to tell their side of the story. In an earlier 
interview with the Los Angeles Times, she 
had said her sister would never knowingly 
identify people she had interviewed. 

The so-called underground refugee 
railroad is a loosely organized network of 
independent operators who seek to help 
defectors either for profit or out of humani- 
tarian interests. 

Brokers can charge between $2,000 and 
$10,000 for the forged paperwork and con- 
tacts necessary to spirit people out of the 
country through China, from which they 
often move to other Asian nations, includ- 
ing South Korea.

ARNHEM LAND, Australia — In 
the lush, green grasslands of northeast 
Arnhem Land in the Northern Terri- 
tory, we come across the equivalent of 
a bald patch. 

The land resembles an open African 
savanna more than the dense tropical 
expanses typical of this remote part of 
Australia. 

I am with a local indigenous woman, 
Roslyn, who surveys the broken earth 
flattened by buffalo and says that as a 
child she remembers a wild and verdant 
landscape with many species of plants 
and waterlilies. 

The waterlilies are gone. The buffalo, 
introduced from Indonesia, have tram- 
pled over the earth — destroyed grass- 
lands and flattened flowers. 

When I ask Roslyn how it feels to see 
the land transformed, her face creases, 
she puts her hand against her heart and 
shakes her head. 

“It is very painful,” she says. 

Across the river, a buffalo hunt is in 
progress. Men stalk them with spear 
guns. 

The buffalo are seen as a pest and ru- 
inous to the environment, and hunting 
is encouraged. Meanwhile the people 
living on the nearby Arafura Swamp 
have noticed areas of Australian native 
plant melaleuca die, which they suspect 
is a result of saltwater intrusion into the 
wetlands. 

Environmental change is posing the 
most significant threat to the traditional 
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Aboriginal way of life since English 
settlement of Australia more than 200 
years ago. 

Climate change, mining and the in- 
troduction of species such as the buf- 
falo have caused new problems for 
Aborigines. All threaten to weaken the 
traditional, strong ties some Aboriginal 
people have with their ancestral lands. 

Many Aboriginal tribal groups with a 
significant attachment to the land, who 
still maintain a traditional hunter/gath- 
erer lifestyle, are finding environmental 
forces are limiting food stock, increas- 
ing disease, harming sacred sites and 
making life on the land unsustainable. 
These challenges are not all new. 

John Greatorex, of the Yolngu lan- 
guages and culture department of Dar- 
win’s Charles Darwin University, said 
there is evidence that Aborigines have 
had to cope with climate change in the 
past. “From song and other oral tradi- 
tions the peoples of east Arnhem Land 
have dealt with changes in sea level be- 
fore. Collective memory tells of times 
when the seas extended inland for at 
least 50 kilometers,” Greatorex said. 

But he added, “This is not to say that 
rises in sea level changes will go un- 
noticed, on the contrary, sea level rises 
will result in large areas of fertile land, 
sources of yams, bulbs, tortoises, geese, 
fish and other foods being lost. A criti- 
cal concern is that rises in sea level 
will force peoples living on low lying 
ancestral estates to relocate from their 
lands.” 

Relocation isn’t just a logistical prob- 
lem: Removal from lands can result in a

profound spiritual crisis for Aboriginal 
people. Greatorex said, “This (climate 
change) is likely to further compound 
the physical and spiritual dislocation 
from nation estates instigated by mis- 
sionaries and governments.” 

“Dislocation from ancestral, custodi- 
al estates has been shown to be the most 
significant factor causing the social 
dysfunction and chronic ill-health com- 
mon place in the centralized townships 
in Arnhem Land.” 

But social dysfunction may increase, 
with climate scientists issuing a stark 
warning to governments and indig- 
enous people. They say Australia, the 
world’s driest inhabited continent, is 
experiencing an accelerated form of cli- 
mate shift. 

According to an expert report pub- 
lished in the prestigious Medical Jour- 
nal of Australia, studies have shown 
that Aborigines in the north of Australia 
will be among the hardest hit by climate 
change, with higher rates of disease 
likely and spiritual suffering on seeing 
their ancestral lands ravaged. 

“The psychological well-being of in- 
digenous people is frequently connected 
to the well-being of the land, the spiri- 
tual connection and the whole cohesion 
of the community itself,’ said Donna 
Green, New South Wales University cli- 
mate change researcher and co-author 
of the report. 

According to the report: “Elevated 
temperatures and increases in hot 
spells are expected to be a major prob- 
lem for indigenous health in remote 
areas, where cardiovascular and respi- 


native plant melaleuca die, part of environmental change that is 
posing a significant threat to the traditional Aboriginal way of life.

ratory disease are more prevalent and 
there are many elderly people with in- 
adequate facilities to cope with the in- 
creased heat stress.” 

Australia’s peak scientific research 
body has been monitoring the situation. 
It warns that storms and droughts are 
likely to rise in frequency and intensity 
“leading to increased flooding, contami- 
nation of drinking water and potentially 
unsafe releases of waste water into the 
environment.” 

Social factors also affect the indig- 
enous population’s ability to tackle 
climate change issues: a high portion 
of property renters (as opposed to ho- 
meowners) among indigenous people 
means there will be less opportunities to 
modify their houses or adjust infrastruc- 
ture to cope with weather changes. 

The growing Aboriginal tourist indus- 
try in northern Australia, which is being 
run and managed by indigenous people, 
is also vulnerable to climate change. 
Frequent flooding and drought make 
the area less attractive to visitors. 

But its not all bad news. Some such 
as Aboriginal and Torres Strait Is- 
lander Social Justice Commissioner 
Tom Calma believe the problem can be 
turned into an opportunity, with indig- 
enous people taking charge to help solve 
climate change problems. 

“Maintenance of traditional life, lan- 
guage and culture are threatened by 
climate change but if we work together 
and we work quickly, we can sustain 
them and seize the new opportunities 
presented,” he said.

Fires prompt Greece to 
declare state of emergency

ATHENS, Greece — A raging 
wildfire raced down a mountain 
slope in Greece toward the town of 
Marathon on Sunday, nearing two 
ancient temples while despairing 
residents pleaded for firefighters 
and equipment that were nowhere 
to be seen. 

Tens of thousands of residents 
of Athens’ northern suburbs evac- 
uated their homes, fleeing in cars 
or on foot. Several houses were 
destroyed as the fire advanced 
across an area more than 30 miles 
wide. 

Authorities announced they 
were evacuating the suburb of 
Agios Stefanos, 14 miles north- 
east of Athens, as flames closed 
in on the town center. Low-flying 
planes were seen pouring water 
on burning houses. 

Police with loudspeakers di- 
rected the suburb’s nearly 10,000 
residents to leave immediately on 
the main road to Athens. Panicked 
residents gathered at the town’s 
main square while others tried 
desperately to save their houses, 
using hoses, buckets and even 
tree branches to beat the flames. 

Firefighting planes and _heli- 
copters resumed operations at 
dawn but, with gale force winds 
driving the flames, the spread of 
the fire has not been checked. 

The fires came within 12 miles 
of downtown Athens and black- 
ened thousands of acres of rug- 
ged land covered by pine forest 
or thick bush. The army removed

anti-aircraft missiles from a mili- 
tary base as flames approached. 

“The situation is tragic. Fires 
are out of control on many fronts,” 
greater Athens local governor Yi- 
annis Sgouros said early Sunday. 
“Athens had an area of greenery 
that now has gone.” 

He said an estimated 30,000 
acres of land had been burned. 

A state of emergency was de- 
clared in greater Athens. These 
are the most destructive fires 
seen in Greece since blazes in the 
south of the country killed more 
than 70 people in 2007. 

Residents fled the fires on foot, 
by motorbike and in cars, amid 
blackouts and water supply cuts. 

TV stations broadcast frantic 
calls for help from residents of 
different areas, with many com- 
plaining they had seen no fire bri- 
gade vehicles. 

In Marathon, from which the 
modern long-distance foot race 
takes its name, municipal offi- 
cials said the fire was threatening 
the archaeological site of Rham- 
nus, home to two 2,500-year-old 
temples. 
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scotland defends 
bomber’s release

LONDON — The head of Scot- 
land’s government said Sunday 
that FBI director Robert Mueller 
was wrong to criticize the deci- 
sion to free the Pan Am Flight 
103 bomber — insisting there was 
public support for the release on 
compassionate grounds. 

Abdel Baset al-Megrahi, a Lib- 
yan convicted of killing 270 peo- 
ple in the 1988 airline bombing, 
was released Thursday because 
he is terminally ill with prostate 
cancer. He has returned to his na- 
tive Libya to die. 

The release was met with out- 
rage by families of the U.S. vic- 
tims of the bombing and criticized 
by President Barack Obama as 
“highly objectionable.” 

On Sunday, Adm. Mike Mullen, 
the chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, said “this is obviously a 
political decision.” 

In a letter to Scotland’s gov- 
ernment, Mueller said that al- 
Megrahi’s release would give 
comfort to terrorists all over the 
world. 

“Your action,’ he wrote, 
“makes a mockery of the grief of 
the families who lost their own on 
December 21, 1988.” 

Scottish First Minister Alex 
Salmond told BBC Radio that 


Mueller was wrong in assum- 
ing that all those affected by the 
bombing were opposed to al-Me- 
grahi’s release. 

“TI understand the huge and 
strongly held views of the Ameri- 
can families, but that’s not all the 
families who were affected by 
Lockerbie,” Salmond said. 

The explosion of a bomb hid- 
den in the cargo hold of a Pan Am 
flight over Lockerbie, Scotland, 
killed all 259 people on the plane 
and 11 on the ground in Britain’s 
worst terrorist attack. 

Some bereaved relatives in 
Britain dispute al-Megrahi’s 2001 
conviction, and a 2007 Scottish 
judicial review of his case found 
grounds for an appeal. He was 
convicted largely on the evidence 
of a Maltese shopkeeper, who 
identified al-Megrahi as having 
bought a shirt — scraps of which 
were later found wrapped around 
the bomb. 

Al-Megrahi has maintained 
his innocence, but last week 
dropped his appeal so that he 
could be released on compassion- 
ate grounds. 

Both the British and Scottish 
governments have denied that 
they struck a deal with Libya to 
free al-Megrahi in return for 
greater access to the country’s oil 
and gas. 
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Taiwan says Morakot

TAIPEI, Taiwan — The 
death toll from Typhoon Mor- 
akot was raised to at least 650 
Sunday after the worst weather 
disaster to hit Taiwan in half a 
century. 

Premier Liu Chao-shiuan 
said 160 were confirmed killed 
with another 490 listed as 
missing and presumed dead. 
DNA tests will be conducted 
on battered bodies that author- 
ities have not yet been able to 
identify, Liu said. 

The storm triggered land- 
slides and widespread flood- 
ing that trapped thousands of 
people in remote southern vil- 
lages for days.

Vicki Cruse, 40, from 
Santa Paula, Calif., died in 
an accident during the World 
Aerobatic Championships at 
Britain’s Silverstone motor 
racing circuit.

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Economic growth brings new

WASHINGTON — Turnabouts in Eu- 
ropean and Asian economies, along with 
recent gains in the U.S., are raising hopes 
that the worldwide recession is drawing to 
a close. That’s not to say the coast is clear. 

The brightening outlook in Europe and 
Asia and the improvement in U.S. credit 
markets and indicators reflect heavy gov- 
ernment stimulus spending. 

Many analysts question whether the 
top economies can sustain recoveries 
after stimulus measures and easy-credit 
policies have run their course — and in 
the absence of significant new consumer 
spending, especially among Americans. 

“Tt’s not clear that these economies can 
continue to move forward without stimu- 
lus,’ said Mark Zandi, chief economist 
for Moody’s Economy.com. “And that’s in 
part why stock markets across the globe 
are nervous.” 

It will be difficult for countries to pull 
out of recession until the U.S., which ac- 
counts for one-quarter of the world econo- 
my, grows, he said. 

After a frightening free-fall across Eu- 
rope in late 2008, France and Germany, 
the continent’s two largest economies, re- 
ported recently that they had grown slight- 
ly in the second quarter of 2009. Other 
major European countries reported gener- 
ally improved figures over late 2008 and 
earlier this year. 

China, Japan, Hong Kong, Singapore and

in European and Asian economies, as well as the U.S., are raising hopes that the 


worldwide recession is drawing to a close. 


South Korea also have reported rebounds 
as government stimulus efforts across the 
globe have begun to show results. 

Russia, among the hardest hit of major 
economies as oil prices slumped and 
many foreign investors fled the country, 
appeared to be stabilizing. 

Meanwhile, in the United States, the 
Federal Reserve said the world’s largest 
economy appeared to be “leveling out” 
and many see a second-half rebound. 


It all adds up to an improving picture 
ahead of an economic summit next month 
in Pittsburgh of the world’s top 20 indus- 
trial and developing economies. 

It is the third such meeting of all the 
major economic players, after one con- 
vened by former President George W. 
Bush in November in Washington, and one 
held earlier this year in London. 

It is the first to be held recently as econ- 
omies appear to be improving.

big-block engine and the enormous carbure- 
tor that make putting the keys in the ignition a 
roaring ode to muscle car history. 

He and his classic ride have been coming to the 
Woodward Dream Cruise, billed by its sponsors as 
“the world’s largest one-day celebration of car cul- 
ture,” since it began 15 years ago. But this year, as 
he sat against his wife, Marilyn’s, arrest-me-red 62 
Corvette, there was a depressing realization setting 
in: There might not be a successor to his beloved fleet 
of classic cars. 

“This is gone,” said Beller, 68, sweeping his hand 
across a parking lot along the cruise’s Woodward Av- 
enue route, where 100 other classic cars were lined 
up. “This is gone forever.” 

In a year when General Motors and Chrysler have 
taken a quick trip through bankruptcy court and are 
being supported with taxpayer dollars, this cruise 
had participants feeling more nostalgic than ever 
about their vehicles. With GM now pushing cars 
like the whisper-quiet electric Volt, destined to get 
230 mpg, the thundering, fuel-guzzling beasts that 
marked America’s love affair with the car are a dwin- 
dling breed, and a rare sight on the road. 

As the industry turns toward more fuel-efficient 
and even electric vehicles, classic car owners worry 
the soul of the cars that symbolized personal free- 
dom, speed, status and sex appeal have been lost. 
In their place, the highways are filled with identical 
sedans that hum along, one just like the other, none 
more spectacular than the next. 

For a day, though, Woodward Avenue was given 
over to the strutting cars of yesteryear. An estimated 
40,000 Dream Cruisers slowly drove up and down 
the event’s 16-mile stretch in Detroit’s suburbs, clas- 
sic big-body Cadillacs swimming by with a murmur.

A fleet of hot rods, engines 
announcing their presence 
long before they came into 
view, roared out of red 
lights as patrons at local 
bars cheered, sipping 
beers midmorning. And 
amid it all, a few strange gems 
like the original MonkeeMobile, from a 
goofy 1960s sitcom featuring the pop-rock 

quartet the Monkees, drew smiles from the hundreds 
of visitors sitting in folding chairs along the route. 

As they cruised, the classic car enthusiasts dis- 
cussed whether any contemporary vehicles will 
reach the iconic status of their trusty rides. Sadly, 
the drivers say, today’s cars just don’t measure up to 
the wonders of old — making the cruise a bittersweet 
journey back to the Motor City’s golden years. 

“They’re bellybutton cars — everybody’s got one,” 
said Bob Patrick, 74, of Warren, while sitting next to 
his glossy red 1947 Plymouth Special Deluxe. 

There are a lot of reasons the classic car culture 
might fade. While modern versions of muscle cars 
such as the Camaro and Corvette retain a good deal 
of their aesthetic appeal, the design concerns of the 
contemporary carmaker — including government 
safety regulations regarding crash readiness and a 
car’s aerodynamic profile — can lead to visual simi- 
larity across models. 

It also makes identifying a future generation of 
classic cars difficult. While cars known as “tuners” 
— typically foreign model cars whose mystique stems 
from souped-up engines and agile handling — are 
often put forward as heirs to the classics throne, their 
skeptics abound. 

“They'll throw ’em away and play with something 
else. There’s nothing out there today that anybody 
wants to save,” said Dave Sandow, 62, who was show- 
ing off his red 1970 Chevy El Camino. 

Some who adore their classic car believe the defini- 






tion of a classic is captured in childhood — and thus 
will continue to evolve generation to generation. So 
if a child looks out the window and sees a parade of 
fuel-efficient Toyota Prius models driving down the 
street, he might begin to consider that a “classic” 
when he gets older. 

“The cool guys always had the cool cars and that’s 
what you try to emulate,” said Joe Ramsey, 58, of 
Sterling Heights, a former GM designer who owns a 
1932 Ford. “It’s what you grew up with.” 

There are some signs automakers aren’t giving up 
on the influence of classic cars completely. There has 
been some convergence between the classic car cul- 
ture and a more modern, technological, tuner-influ- 
enced brand, said David Shi, an American cultural 
historian who has studied car culture. That union is 
on display with the Chevrolet Volt, GM’s electric ve- 
hicle slated to be released in 2010, which has a profile 
much closer to the Camaro than the comparatively 
mousey hybrid Toyota Prius. 

And, even if the glory days of muscle cars is wan- 
ing, some, such as 16-year-old Kevin Duby, are still 
buying into muscle car culture. Duby, of Livonia, 
spent four years of savings on his 1979 Camaro. And 
despite what his friends might value in a new car, the 
allure of a flashy ride is worth a heavy price. 

“TI would rather work two jobs to drive that than a 
Prius,” he said.

Daughtry’s second CD is 
the first as a whole band 


he idea of a rock band 
playing their own in- 
struments on their own 
album might seem like 
a given, but when Chris Daugh- 
try made that a condition for 
the recording of Daughtry’s 
sophomore CD, producer How- 
ard Benson was wary. 
“That was something I was 
not sure about, to be honest 
with you,” recalls Benson. 


His concerns were under- 
standable. After all, when the 
multiplatinum “Daughtry” was 
being crafted in 2006, the only 
member of Daughtry was Chris 
Daughtry, fresh off his final- 
ist run on “American Idol.” 
The four others who would 
eventually form the quintet 
— guitarists Josh Steely and 
Brian Craddock, drummer and 
pianist Joey Barnes and bassist 
Josh Paul, were still in the pro- 
cess of auditioning. Even the 
cover of that album featured a 
clear picture of Chris Daugh- 
try, with blurred images of 
what would be his band in the 
background. 


“The first record, we used 
session guys that were really, 
really good, tremendous guys,” 
says Benson. “(But) I trusted 
in Chris’ lead on that part (for

the new record), and I also 

put a lot of pressure on those 
guys to deliver, and they really, 
really delivered ... they had to 
make me believe in them, and 
they had to make a lot of people 
believe in them.” 


With “Leave This Town,” 
Daughtry has the opportu- 
nity to silence those who see 
Daughtry as a one-man band. 
Besides playing on the record, 
band members contributed to 
the writing and arrangements. 


“There are a lot of elements 
that make up what we do,” says 
Craddock, with Daughtry sit- 
ting by his side. “Each mem- 





ber kind of brings something 
different to the table, too, and 
each member has a function in 
the band, they know what they 
do well, and when it all comes 
together ... it blends so perfect- 
ly together.” 


From the way that Craddock 
and Daughtry finish each oth- 
ers’ sentences and joke around 
together, you might think they 
were childhood buddies who 
decided to start a band. Both 
say that camaraderie is the 
result nearly two years on the 
road together, then working on 
their second CD. 





“We’ve really gotten to know 
each other and we spend more 
time together than we spend 
with our own families: It’s 
something where you get to 
know each other, sometimes a 
little too much,” Daughtry says 
with a laugh. 

Unlike their self-titled 
debut, which was rushed to 
capitalize on Daughtry’s “Idol” 
success and featured only 
Chris Daughtry, Craddock and 
Daughtry had months to create 
the band’s follow-up. 

“T felt like we were able to 
craft the songs into being a

perfect musical arrangement 
on each tune, which I don’t feel 
that way about every song I’ve 
written in my lifetime,” says 
Craddock. “We were able to 

go in there and take our time, 
relax, and everything was able 
to come out perfectly.” 

The success of “Daughtry” 
gave them that luxury. The 
record, with its arena-rock 
melodies and Chris Daughtry’s 
soaring voice, sold more than 
4 million copies in the United 
States, and was responsible 
for hits like “Home?” and “It’s 
Not Over.” Like “Daughtry,” 
the new album has Benson as 
a producer, and features some 
of the same writing collabora- 
tors as the first record. But the 
band was careful not to make 
“Leave This Town” a retread 
of “Daughtry.” 

“There had to be a bal- 
ance because it is our second 
record, which is arguably the 
most important record of our 
career, especially following the 
success of the first one,” says 
Daughtry. “We have to make a 
record as good as the first one, 
but there’s ‘OK, we don’t want 
to repeat exactly what we did, 
so how do we balance?’” 

That balance came with ar- 
tistic touches like a club-driven 
record in “Supernatural” and a 
country-tinged track “Tennes- 
see Line,” featuring country 
star Vince Gill.

In boardrooms, classrooms, 
bedrooms and the playing field, 
we all recognize the classic signs 
of a “Type A” personality. And 
most of us know that these hard- 
chargers seem to be at higher risk 
of heart attacks and strokes. 

But who has ever heard of the 
Type D personality? Depend- 
ing on whom you ask, D stands 
for distressed. Or it follows se- 
quentially from Type A; Type 
B (A’s opposite — laid-back, co- 
operative, slow to anger); Type 
C (a martyr — compliant, eager 
to please, and prone to hopeless- 
ness and depression; studies have 
shown Type Cs to be vulnerable 
to cancer and other malfunctions 
of the immune system). 

In any event, Type Ds are no- 
table for negative thinking, wor- 
rying, suppressed anger and a 
tendency to respond to stress by 
withdrawal and denial. They stew. 
They simmer. They blame them- 
selves — and others. And when it 
comes to feelings, they’re given to 
stoicism: They rarely give voice 








to strong emotions, such as anger, 
and are likely equally disinclined 
to acknowledge them, say, in daily 
journal entries. 

Turns out, being a Type D isn’t 
a personality type given to robust 
health, either, a fact that a new 
study underscores. 

In an article in this week’s 
Archives of Surgery, Dutch re- 
searchers found that Type D 
personalities who suffer from pe- 
ripheral artery disease — a build- 
up of plaque in the lower body’s 
veins and arteries that causes 
cramping and pain in the legs and 
pelvis — were more likely to die 
in the four years they were stud- 
ied than fellow patients with pe- 
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ripheral artery disease who were 
not identified as Type Ds. 

The study followed 184 patients 
diagnosed with peripheral ar- 
tery disease and who had filled 
out questionnaires that identified 
their personality traits as Type 
D. Type Ds were strong on social 
avoidance and tended to fret a lot. 
They were likely to agree strong- 
ly with statements such as “I 
often find myself worrying about 
something,” or “I would rather 
keep people at a distance.” 

By the end of the study period, 
16 of the Type-D PAD patients 
had died — three times the num- 
ber expected among a group of 
their average age (64) and health 
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Type D personalities 


status. That’s despite the fact that 
the Type Ds on the whole had 
no greater risk factors for death 
than did any of the PAD patients 
in a larger study. Most — seven 
— died of cancer, and six of car- 
diovascular disease. 

What is it about Type Ds that 
might make them more vulnera- 
ble to succumbing to a wide range 
of illnesses? For starters, said the 
study’s authors — led by Annal- 
ies E. Aquarius — studies have 
shown that Type D personality 
types tend to respond to stress 
with a surge of stress hormones, 
and that their blood carries physi- 
ological markers of inflammation 
higher than those not identified as 


can worry away their health 


Type D. Inflammatory processes 
over time are widely believed to 
give rise to cancer and erode the 
function of arteries. 

Beyond that, the researchers 
note, the types of behavior that 
emerge from Type D _ person- 
alities might well lead to a reluc- 
tance to acknowledge unwellness, 
to seek care or to participate ag- 
gressively in one’s treatment. 

As physicians cope with epi- 
demics of cardiovascular disease, 
diabetes and obesity, the authors 
say, the importance of personal- 
ity types in influencing treat- 
ment decisions, quality of life 
and outcomes will be ever more 
important.

All the vaccine buzz is about the H1N1 
virus right now, but the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention is remind- 
ing Americans to make sure ALL of their 
vaccinations are up-to-date. 

If getting those shots hadn’t occurred 


to you, you’re not alone. A survey released 
last month by the National Foundation for 
Infectious Diseases (NFID) found that 
about three-quarters of American adults 
were extremely or very familiar with 
only two vaccine-preventable diseases: 
influenza and chickenpox. 
Here are the others: 


™ Pneumococcal disease: a bacterial 
infection that can cause pneumonia 

Recommended _ vaccinations: one 
dose for those age 65 and older, and for 
those with underlying medical condi- 
tions including heart disease, cancer and 
alcoholism 

=@ Human papillomavirus (HPV): a 
sexually transmitted infection that can 
lead to cervical cancer. 

Recommended vaccinations: three- 
dose series over a six-month period for 
females age 11 to 26 


@ Influenza: a virus that kills more 
Americans than any other vaccine-pre- 
ventable disease. 

Recommended vaccinations: annual 
autumn vaccination for people older 
than 50, pregnant women, health care 
workers and those with chronic medical 
conditions 

™ Tetanus/diphtheria: Tetanus, some- 
times called lockjaw, is a bacterial in- 
fection affecting the nervous system. 
Diphtheria is a bacterial infection that af- 
fects the upper respiratory tract. 

Recommended vaccinations: a combi- 
nation booster every 10 years 

™ Pertussis, or whooping cough: 
a highly contagious respiratory tract 
infection. 

Recommended _ vaccinations: every 
adult should receive one dose of pertus- 
sis vaccine, which is given in combina- 
tion with one of the tetanus/diphtheria 


boosters 

™@ Hepatitis B: a liver disease that, if 
it develops into a chronic infection, can 
cause cirrhosis, liver cancer and death. 

Recommended vaccinations: three- 
dose series over a six-month period for 
unvaccinated people who have HIV or are 
at risk for sexually transmitted disease 

m@ Shingles: a painful skin rash 

Recommended vaccinations: one dose 
at age 60 or older 

m@ Meningococcal disease, or meningi- 
tis: an infection of the fluid that surrounds 
the spinal cord and the brain 

Recommended vaccinations: one dose 
for adults with certain risk factors, such 
as living in close quarters or having a 
damaged spleen

OTIS AIR BASE, Mass. — Hurricane Bill 
blew out in time for the Obama family to 
blow in to Martha’s Vineyard for the presi- 
dent’s first vacation since taking office. 

The first family began their vacation Sun- 
day just hours after the National Hurricane 
Center lifted a tropical storm warning that 
had included the small island off the Mas- 
sachusetts coast where the Obamas plan a 
weeklong break. 

During the flight from Washington to 
the Coast Guard station at Otis Air Base 
on Cape Cod, White House spokesman Bill 
Burton conveyed a message from Obama to 
the reporters traveling with him. 

“He wants you to relax and have a good 
time. Take some walks on the beaches. No- 
body’s looking to make any news,” Burton 
told reporters on the plane. 

Some Obama friends, including White 
House adviser Valerie Jarrett and Chicago 
physician Eric Whitaker, joined the fam- 
ily on the island. The president has no of- 
ficial events scheduled in the week ahead. 
Obama’s sister, Maya, and her husband also 
joined. 

“You can bet there’s going to be some golf 


playing. Maybe a little bit swimming,” Bur- 
ton said. 

Then there are the likely trips for ice 
cream and salt water taffy, possibly a bike 
ride and plenty of quiet time at a secluded 
28-acre private estate that rents for $35,000 
a week. The Obamas are paying for their 
share of the vacation home; taxpayers are 
picking up the tab for security and White 
House staff, which is customary for all 
presidents. 

Ahead of the trip, Obama and his aides 
asked for privacy for his daughters, 8-year- 
old Sasha and 11-year-old Malia. 

“It is our strong hope and desire that you 
all, during this family vacation, will respect 
the privacy of Sasha and Malia Obama. This 
is a strong request by the first family,” press 
secretary Robert Gibbs told reporters. 

The White House said there are no plans 
for Obama to visit ailing Sen. Edward Ken- 
nedy at his vacation home in Hyannis Port 
on Cape Cod. A visit with Kennedy, who has 
brain cancer, could provide a rallying point 
for Democrats as Obama seeks to achieve 
one of Kennedy’s career goals: providing 
near-universal health care coverage. 

The Vineyard is just 23 miles long with a 
year-round population of about 15,000.

The retired colonel in Anbar province, 
Iraq, was correct in his interpretation of the 
rights, or nonrights, of smokers (“Smoking 
‘rights’ don’t exist,” letter, Aug. 21).

An ugly act of ‘mercy in Scotland

he release by Scotland of Abdel 
Baset al-Megrahi, who was expected 


to spend his life in prison for the 1988 
bombing of a Pan American jetliner, was 
merciful, certainly, but an outrage none- 
theless. The “compassionate release” of the 
terminally ill Libyan terrorist showed no 
compassion for relatives of the 270 people 
killed when the jet exploded over Locker- 
bie, Scotland. Compounding their trau- 
ma was the muted protest of the Obama 
administration. 

Instead of viewing the special relation- 
ship between the United States and Britain 
as a cause for candor, the president, Secre- 
tary of State Hillary Rodham Clinton and 


Doonesbury 
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Attorney General Eric Holder resorted to 
diplomatic circumlocution. The president 
called al-Megrahi’s release “a mistake” 
and was reduced to asking Libyan dictator 
Moammar Gadhafi not to treat al-Megrahi 
as a hero and to place him under house 
arrest. Clinton issued a statement calling 
the release “deeply disappointing.” Holder 
shifted into passive voice to say that the in- 
terests of justice “have not been served by 
this decision.” 

This country has a special interest in 
punishment for al-Megrahi because 189 
of the victims were Americans. But what- 
ever their nationality, they were innocent 
victims of an attack that virtually defined 
the term “terrorism.” For many of their 
families, a life sentence was the minimum 
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punishment to be meted out to al-Megrahi. 
His release and repatriation after serving 
only eight years thus upends their expec- 
tations and undermines the argument that 
life in prison is an acceptable alternative to 
execution. 

It’s naive to pretend that foreign policy 
considerations never affect the administra- 
tion of justice. But no reason of state jus- 
tified al-Megrahi’s release. Libya already 
has been amply rewarded by the West for 
renouncing the development of weapons of 
mass destruction. 

In reacting to al-Megrahi’s release, rela- 
tives of the victims used words such as 
“disgusting” and “outrage.” The Obama 
administration should have been equally, 
and openly, appalled.

idway through the month’s town 

VI hall meetings on health care, it 

seems the shark has jumped the 

shark — and even Hitler must be sick of 
himself. 

The terrible tyrant can’t get a rest these 
days. For eight years, he was George W. 
Bush. Now he’s Barack H. Obama. We just 
can’t quit the monster with the fur lip. 

His latest appearance is on a poster of 
Obama with the iconic mustache, which 
looks more like a missed crumb than a 
manly punctuation mark. The poster has 
become a favored accessory among some 
of America’s squeakier wheels. 

There is some debate about whether 
the Hitler resurrectionists are haters 
or faux haters — i.e., Democratic Party 
plants aimed at making Republicans seem 
crazed. 

Whatever the truth — and Truth morphs 
by the moment — it seems increasingly 
clear that the erstwhile shining city upon 
a hill has become ‘Toon Town, a circus of 
media acrobats, political clowns and street- 
corner barkers. 

Step right up and get your cotton candy, 
it’s only a dollar and the show is free! 

One recent sideshow, a town hall in Las 
Vegas available for viewing on YouTube, 
features an Israeli-American man railing 
to cameras when a woman nearby yells, 
“Heil Hitler.” 

What?! The man turns to berate her: 
“You’re telling me, ‘Heil Hitler’? Shame of 
(sic) you!” 

The camera rolls; the man continues 
shouting about the high cost of a recent 
hospital visit; the woman dabs her eyes 
to clear away fake crocodile tears. It’s a 
wrap. 


Next up, zoom to Dartmouth, Mass., 
where Rep. Barney Frank addresses a town 
hall at the Dartmouth Council on Aging. A 
woman holding an Obama-as-Hitler poster 
asks the congressman why he supports a 
Nazi policy. 

To the apparent delight of many, Frank 
says he will revert to his ethnic heritage and 
respond to the question with a question: 

“On what planet do you spend most of 
your time?” 

Next he says that comparing the presi- 
dent’s attempts to expand health care to 
Hitler is a tribute to the First Amendment 
and that trying to have a conversation with 
this woman would be like trying to argue 
with his dining room table. He chooses not 
to. 

Hear, hear. Invocations of Hitler usu- 
ally mean two things: one, a poverty of 
imagination, and two, a paucity of good 
arguments. It is nearly axiomatic that any 
protest against government action will fea- 
ture Hitler in some form. Left and right 
are equally guilty. 

Trivializing such evil is an insult to the 
memory of millions who suffered and died 
by his order, as well as to the intelligence of 
all sentient beings. 

It may no longer be possible in this coun- 
try to have a serious debate about any- 
thing. Inevitably, substance devolves into 
silliness. Even the most dignified of states- 
men become caricatures when juxtaposed 
with the ridiculous. 

While it’s easy to blame “the media,” 
there’s no longer any single entity to indict. 
In a world where everyone has video — and 
distribution is both free and easy — every 
little thing is a “story.” And so the exer- 
cised Israeli-American and his mocking 
nemesis become stars on the world stage. 
The Obama-Hitler woman may be only in- 
famous, but she is a celebrity of sorts. 





One may reasonably oppose Frank’s and 
the Democrats’ views on health care on the 
merits — and plenty of informed people 
do. But when Frank is tossed into the ring 
with a Hitler-wielding instigator, he looks 
the sage from Vesuvius and his opponents 
escapees from the asylum. 

Given the choice of company, which 
would you prefer? 

Never mind whether any of the rabble- 
rousers would be known were it not for the 
ever-present cameras and microphones. 
Would they have performed as they did 
— yelling and aping — had there been no 
one on hand to record their antics? 

Alas, we can’t even critique the phenom- 
enon known as Heisenberg’s Principle of 
Observation without circling back to Herr 
Hitler. Physicist Werner Heisenberg, lead- 





er of Hitler’s atomic bomb project, came 
up with an “uncertainty principle” that 
has been used — some say misused — to 
suggest that things observed are altered by 
the fact of observation. 

Translation: When you turn on the cam- 
era, the presence of the camera alters 
whatever transpires. 

There isn’t much we can do about the 
convergence of technology and the per- 
sistent plague of narcissism, but there is 
something we can do about Hitler. The mo- 
ment he shows up in any form, turn off the 
cameras. Consider it an act of nonviolent 
protest — and self-respect.

with guns at President Barack Obama’s

Tube, is a billy club. 

For the record, I oppose political intimi- 
dation by Panthers, old and new, for the 
same reasons that I oppose those who use 
the conspicuous display of firearms to get 
their point across these days. It’s reckless. 
Express your views, but leave your guns at 
home. 

Outside Obama’s speech to the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars in Phoenix, a reported 
dozen protesters flaunted guns. One, an 
African-American who identified himself 
only as “Chris,” strutted through the crowd 
with an AR-15 semiautomatic rifle slung

over his shoulder. I mention his race only 
to acknowledge that, contrary to media- 
generated stereotypes, organized gun lov- 
ers aren’t all conservative white guys. 

Parading with pistols and the like is 
legal under Arizona law, Chris pointed 
out, and the rest of us should “get kind of 
conditioned to it.” Sure, he’s a patriotic 
American, he’I] tell you, yet he scoffs with 
remarkable ease at the sensibilities of a 
majority that doesn’t see things his way. 

Chris was not alone. He was invited by 
a friend, Ernest Hancock, a right-wing In- 
ternet radio host who packed a holstered 
handgun at the event. He admitted on 
MSNBC that he was milking the protests 
as a publicity stunt. Congratulations. It 
worked. 

A week earlier William Kostric, with 
handgun strapped to his leg, famously held 


up a sign outside Obama’s health-care town 
hallin Portsmouth, N.H. The sign read, “It’s 
time to water the tree of liberty.” That’s a 
reference to Thomas Jefferson’s declara- 
tion that the tree “must be refreshed from 
time to time, with the blood of patriots and 
tyrants.” That was also a favorite slogan 
of Timothy McVeigh, the Oklahoma City 
bomber. Kostric says he meant nothing in- 
timidating, but I can take a hint. ... 

What do guns have to do with Obama’s 
proposed health care overhaul? All three 
of the above men said they were freedom- 
loving, tiny-government libertarians who 
righteously oppose the majority imposing 
its will by “stealing” or “confiscating” the 
earnings of the minority, whether for health 
care or anything else. They’re entitled to 
their opinion. Yet they sound mightily re- 
luctant in their zest for minority rights, to 


concede that if democracy is going to work, 
the majority rules. ... 

[S]ome concerned members of Congress 
have recommended new steps such as wid- 
ening the security perimeter around the 
president at public events. But the Secret 
Service already has the power to do that. 
There’s not much new that’s going to have 
much of an impact on those who pack iron 
for publicity, except some good old-fash- 
ioned ridicule and condemnation. 

This can best be meted out by respon- 
sible gun owners, whether in the National 
Rifle Association or elsewhere, who have 
enough sense to see that pistol-packing 
camera hogs don’t really help the cause of 
gun rights.

Philip Schuth told a newspaper 
when he was sentenced to prison in 
2005 that he feared other inmates 
and wanted to live in solitary con- 
finement. Prison conduct reports 
show Schuth, 56, has been working 
to do that, earning more than 1,400 
days in solitary. 

Police discovered Schuth’s dead 
mother in a basement chest freez- 
er, frozen into a 200-to-300 pound 
block of ice. Schuth told investiga- 
tors she died in 2000 of natural 
causes. 

He kept her hidden because he 
feared police might charge him 
with homicide and he needed her 
Social Security payments.

Frank Kaatz, 35, was sentenced 
to 31 years to life. Kaatz struck 
Hiran Edi-ri-weera, 41, who was 
working at an AM/PM mini-mar- 
ket in Chatsworth, nine times in 
the head in October 2006. 

He told police he hoped officers 
responding to the scene would 
shoot him. But he changed his 
mind and hid. He was arrested on 
the roof of a nearby restaurant and 
convicted last month of first-de- 
gree murder. 

Kaatz previously spent seven 
years in prison for stabbing a 
7-Eleven clerk during a 1994 
robbery. 


USS Chafee returning 
to Pearl Harbor 


fad HONOLULU — The Pearl 

Harbor-based guided mis- 
sile destroyer USS Chafee is on its 
way home from deployment to the 
western Pacific. 

It departed Feb. 24, and operated 
with the USS John C. Stennis, USS 
Blue Ridge, USS Harpers Ferry 
and the Royal Thai navy’s aircraft 
carrier HTMS Chakri Narubet. 

During its deployment, the 
Chafee participated in a number of 
exercises, including Malabar 2009 
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off Sasebo, Japan. It was a multi- 
lateral exercise with the Japanese 
Maritime Self Defense Force and 
the Indian navy. 

The Navy says another exercise, 
CARAT 2009, gave the Chafee an 
opportunity to train with south- 
east Asian navies, including the 
Philippines, Singapore, Malaysia 
and Brunei. 


Woman admits burning, 
killing Arizona man 


PHOENIX — A Phoenix 

woman accused of tortur- 
ing and killing a man in a wheel- 
chair says she did it because he 
was a Snitch, and she enjoyed it. 

In a jailhouse interview with 
television station KTVK, Angela 
Simpson, 33, said in a calm voice 
that she lured Terry Neely, 46, to 
her apartment with a promise of 
sex and drugs. 

Once there, Simpson says she 
beat Neely with a tire iron, pulled 
out his teeth and strangled him 
with a television cable during 
three days of torture. 

Simpson says she dismembered 
Neely’s body and set it on fire. 

Neely’s remains were found 
burning in a trash container out- 
side a church Aug. 5. Autopsy re- 
sults show a 3-inch nail had been 
driven into his head. 

Simpson says she has no re- 
morse for her actions and actually 
enjoyed killing Neely. 


Governor won’t stop 
release of sick prisoner 


C A LOS ANGELES — Gov. 


Arnold Schwarzenegger 
says he will not reverse a state 
parole board’s decision to release 
a terminally ill Southern Califor- 
nia woman who was convicted of 
murder in the 1982 death of her 
abusive boyfriend. 

An attorney for Deborah Pea- 
gler told the Los Angeles Times 
that his client was informed of the 
governor’s decision. 

Peagler was convicted of mur- 
der in 1983 for luring drug dealer 
and pimp Oliver Wilson to a park 
near Lawndale, where two men 
strangled him with an electri- 
cal cord. She was sentenced to 25 
years to life. 

Attorneys argued Peagler was 
the victim of extreme abuse and 
was forced into prostitution by 
Wilson. 


Panel suggests student 
study conservatives 


AUSTIN — Texas public 

school students should 
learn about Newt Gingrich and 
other conservative politicians but 
not liberals, according to the first 
draft of proposed standards for the 
state’s high school history books. 

The omission has angered liber- 
als — and some conservatives who 
feel students should get a look at 
both sides. 

“We ought to be focusing on 
historical significance and histori- 
cal figures,” said state Rep. Trey 
Martinez Fischer, D-San Anto- 
nio. “It’s important that whatever 
course they take, that it portray a 
complete view of our history and 
not a jaded view to suit one’s parti- 
san agenda.” 

The State Board of Education 
appointed review committees of 
current and former teachers as 
well as “expert reviewers” to help 
shape the standards document.

Youkilis cracks two homers, ties his career high with six RBIs

BOSTON — The Boston Red 
Sox piled up the runs for a second 
consecutive game. This time, a 
little-known rookie held the New 
York Yankees’ lineup in check. 

Kevin Youkilis homered twice 
and tied a career high with six 
RBIs, Junichi Tazawa stopped 
New York’s big bats and Boston 
snapped a five-game skid against 
the Yankees with a 14-1 triumph 
Saturday. 

“He did a good job,” Boston 
manager Terry Francona said. 

“He gets a lineup that is dan- 
gerous probably on bad days and 
they come off swinging the bat 
like they did [Friday] night.” 

The Yankees beat the Red Sox 
20-11 in the series opener with

their most runs and hits (23) since 
July 20, 2007. But on Saturday, 
they left six runners in scoring 
position, and Boston continued 
the slugging that has produced 49 
runs in five games, four of them 
victories. 

“Whatever happened, nobody 
can change that,’ said David 
Ortiz, who hit his 20th homer and 
drove in three runs. 

“You’ve just got to come the 
next day with a fresh mind and 
play the game. Simple. You’ve got 
to keep it simple.” 

The Red Sox roughed up A.J. 
Burnett and set a team record 
with their eighth consecutive 
multi-homer game. 

Alex Gonzalez also connected 
for Boston, which has 39 homers 
in August with eight games left in 
the month.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. — Willie 
Wilson never got to say a proper 
goodbye to Kansas City. 

Until Saturday, that is, when 
he started in center field and led 
off for the T-Bones after signing a 
one-day contract. 

A beloved and central figure 
on the Royals’ 1985 World Series 
championship team, Wilson spent 
his first 15 seasons in Kansas City 
from 1976 to 1990 before wrap- 
ping up a 19-year career with the 
Oakland Athletics and Chicago 
Cubs. 

Local baseball fans showered 
Wilson, the Royals’ career leader 
in steals, with cheers and gave 
him several standing ovations 
during the game against the Jo- 
liet JackHammers. Fans stood 
and cheered as he came to the 
plate. They stood and cheered 
some more as he headed back 
to the dugout following a three- 
pitch strikeout, which included 
a mighty hack at a first-pitch 
fastball that Wilson fouled to the 
screen. 

But the loudest ovation was 
saved for the start of the third in- 
ning when Aharon Eggleston re- 
placed Wilson in the field. 

“T used to go watch him play 
all the time,” said second base- 
man Damian Rolls, who grew 
up in Kansas City, Kan. “I was 
at every picture day. I told him 
all these stories as soon as he got 
here. Growing up, I loved watch- 
ing him play. I wore No. 6 in Little 
League and my first two weeks 
of preschool my teachers thought 
my mom’s name was Miss Wil- 
son, because I told them my name 
is Willie Wilson. Everybody in 
Kansas and in Missouri knows 
and loves Willie Wilson.” 

The fans showed that love. 

“It’s fun to play in front of 
the Kansas City fans and to get 
out there and hang out with the 
guys,” said Wilson, who played 
in the Mallard All-Star Game in 
Madison, Wis., one evening ear- 
lier. “It’s good just to be on the 
baseball field, even if I’m a little 
sore and a little low on gas.” 

Baseball always has come eas- 
ily to Wilson, a two-time All-Star 
and 1982 AL batting champ. At 
54, though, Wilson knows easy is 
a relative concept. “It’s more for 
charity than anything else,” said 
Wilson, who donated his salary 
and money raised from an auto- 
graph session Saturday night to 
his foundation. “I’m not going to 
get hurt, but the juices of wanting 
to do good are flowing. Mentally, 
my mind is telling me one thing 
and my body’s telling me some- 
thing else.” 

The Willie Wilson Foundation’s 
latest project, Team Smile, which 
provides free dental care and 
screenings for underserved chil- 
dren, was the primary beneficia- 
ry of Wilson’s appearance.

With runners on first and second, Jeff 
Francoeur hit a line drive up the middle 
that appeared headed toward center field 
for a single. Both runners were stealing 
on the pitch, so Bruntlett was in perfect 
position as he moved over to cover second 
base. 

He caught the liner easily, stepped on 
second to double up Luis Castillo and then 
turned to tag Daniel Murphy for the third 
out. Murphy tried to backpedal away from 
Bruntlett, but had nowhere to go. 

Bruntlett, who made an error earlier in 
the inning, started at second because All- 
Star Chase Utley was rested. 

Another Phillies second baseman, Mick- 
ey Morandini, turned an unassisted triple 
play in 1992. 

It was the first time the Mets were in- 
volved in such a play. 

Braves 7, Marlins 5: At Atlanta, Brian 
McCann hit a tie-breaking, two-run single 
in the eighth inning and matched a career 
high with five RBIs for the Braves. 

McCann finished with three hits, includ- 
ing a three-run homer in the first. 

With runners on second and third and 
one out in the eighth, the Marlins chose 
to pitch to McCann instead of walking the 
catcher and set up a possible double play. 
McCann drilled a single to center off Re- 
nyel Pinto to drive in Omar Infante and 





Kelly Johnson. 

Peter Moylan (6-2) pitched a scoreless 
eighth and Rafael Soriano recorded the 
final three outs for his 20th save.

‘69 Mets still amazing after all these years

NEW YORK 
erry Manuel was 15 when the Mir- 
acle Mets came out of nowhere to 
win the 1969 World Series. 

That ballclub didn’t grab the at- 
tention of the current New York manager 
during his impressionable teenage years. 
Football and other activities were on his 
radar in those days, but decades later he 
learned what turned that team from lov- 
able losers into unlikely champions. 

Manuel played senior league baseball 
in Florida in an infield that included Bud 
Harrelson at shortstop and former Mets 
catcher Jerry Grote at third base. Manuel 
marveled from his spot at second base at 
how competitive and focused on details his 
older teammates were. 

“Just from that brief experience ... I 
could see why they were champions,” Man- 
uel said Saturday before the ’69 Mets were 
honored 40 years after their title. “You’re 
taking the word ‘gamer’ to another level, 
even at the senior league.” 

The biggest cheers Saturday were re- 
served for star pitchers Tom Seaver, Jerry 
Koosman and Nolan Ryan, the Hall of 
Famer who hadn’t attended a Mets function 
since being traded by the team in 1971.

Twenty-one players and coaches, includ- 
ing another Hall of Famer, Yogi Berra, 
lined the arc just behind the infield dirt 
at Citi Field, which is hosting its first sea- 
son. The ballpark they called home, Shea 
Stadium, is gone, reduced to rubble in the 
parking lot. 

But with a full house on hand to celebrate 
the past, this group of aging ballplayers 
sure made Citi Field feel like home. 

The first- and third-base lines were 
adorned with “Mets 1969,” and a pennant 
with a big “69” in the middle was mowed 
into the center-field grass for the current 
homestand. 

One by one the former players and coach- 
es were introduced to the crowd, which 
was filled with fans of all ages — many of 


whom weren’t born when the Mets capti- 
vated the baseball world by going from the 
bottom of the National League to improb- 
able champions in their eighth season. 

“People called us the Miracle Mets, but 
nothing was impossible when you played 
for [manager] Gil Hodges,” Seaver said 
near the end of the 35-minute ceremony. 

Hodges, who died three years after the 
playoff run against Atlanta and AL power- 
house Baltimore, was fondly remembered 
by Seaver and the rest of the players pres- 
ent. “Without Gil Hodges, we wouldn’t be 
sitting here today talking about the 1969 
Mets,” outfielder Cleon Jones said. 

After taking over as manager in 1968, 
Hodges got to know his club. He stated in 
spring training of 1969 that he believed this 


team was better than most people thought, 
including those in his own clubhouse. 

With strong pitching and good defense, 
the Mets turned it around. After adding 
power hitter Donn Clendenon during the 
season, the making of a champion was 
complete. 

Seaver, the only Mets player to have 
his number retired by the team, Ryan 
and Koosman threw out ceremonial first 
pitches to catchers Grote, Duffy Dyer, and 
Berra — the first-base and hitting coach in 
1969. 

Ron Swoboda said that being part of that 
team changed his life. He half-kidded that 
his career was made — and remembered 
— because of a diving catch in right field 
that robbed Baltimore’s Brooks Robinson 
of a hit in the ninth inning of Game 4 of 
the World Series. “Everybody up here had 
a better career than me,” Swoboda said. 

“T’m still living off of one catch. It’s not 
meager. It’s a privilege, especially this one 
at 40 years and to have Nolan back here.” 

Swoboda struck the pose of his dive Sat- 
urday when he was introduced, and Jones 
re-enacted his drop-to-a-knee catch that 
ended the World Series. “Every day is dif- 
ferent [for me] because I was lucky enough 
to be on this team,” Swoboda said, “and 
have guys like Tom Seaver and Nolan Ryan 
pitching for you.”

NFL exhibition roundup 


QB Cutler sharp in first game in Chicago

CHICAGO — Jay Cutler showed why his 
arrival in Chicago has created such a stir. 

Playing a game with the Bears for the 
first time at Soldier Field, Cutler was sharp 
from the outset Saturday night in leading a 
17-3 victory over the New York Giants. 

Cutler completed eight of 13 passes for 
121 yards during his three series, leading 
TD drives of 80 and 92 yards and throwing 
for a score as Chicago built a 17-0 lead. 

Cutler outplayed Eli Manning, who 
left after four series. Manning completed 
seven of 10 passes for 62 yards. He was 
sacked twice, fumbled once — the Giants 
recovered — and was called for intentional 
grounding. 

On Cutler’s first offensive series at Sol- 
dier Field, Cutler completed his first pass, 
a 27-yarder to his former Vanderbilt team- 
mate Earl Bennett. He then hit a 10-yard 
pass to Devin Hester before a drop and an 
overthrow left him 2-for-4 on the opening 
series, one that ended with Robbie Gould’s 
44-yard field goal. 

Redskins 17, Steelers 13: At Landover, 
Md., Pittsburgh’s first-team offense scored 
a touchdown without Ben Roethlisberger 
and the Washington Redskins managed to 
get their first points of the preseason, albe- 
it with the help of a fake punt and a fourth- 
string quarterback. 

Rookie Chase Daniel, fighting the odds 
to earn a roster spot, threw two touchdown 
passes long after the starters had left the 
game, overcoming another difficult night 
for Washington’s first-team offense. 

Willie Parker had a 3-yard touchdown 
run for the Steelers, whose starting de- 
fense looked in regular-season form on a 
goal-line stand on the opening drive. Pitts- 
burgh limited Washington’s Jason Camp- 
bell to one completion in a little more than 
one quarter of play. 

Dolphins 27, Panthers 17: At Miami, 
Chad Pennington threw well from the 
pocket — and the flanker position. The 
wildcat was back Saturday night, contrib- 
uting to a strong showing by Miami’ first- 
team offense. 

The Dolphins (2-0) scored 10 points in 
Pennington’s three series. He went 8-for-11 
for 105 yards, throwing a 28-yard touch- 
down to Ronnie Brown and hitting Patrick 
Cobbs for a 35-yard gain out of the wildcat. 

The Dolphins’ variation of the single 
wing also produced 18 yards on four run- 
ning plays, with running back Brown tak- 
ing the snap each time. 

Carolina committed only one turnover 
after having five in its opener, a loss to the 
New York Giants. But the Panthers’ run de- 
fense was soft for the second game in a row. 

Buccaneers 24, Jaguars 23: Troy Wil- 
liamson is giving the Jaguars something 
they’ve been missing for years: a deep 
threat.

Williamson, a first-round bust in Minne- 
sota who is looking to secure a roster spot in 
Jacksonville, caught two deep passes from 
David Garrard and finished with 147 yards 
receiving in a loss at home to Tampa Bay. 

Although Jacksonville’s offense was 
mostly stagnant the rest of the night — the 
Jaguars were 3-for-14 on third down — Wil- 
liamson’s two plays were a positive sign. 

Williamson, in the starting lineup be- 
cause of Mike Walker’s ankle injury, caught 
four passes for 74 yards in Jacksonville’s 
preseason opener Monday night. 

Tampa Bay’s Byron Leftwich, playing 
in Jacksonville for the first time since the 
Jaguars dumped the former first-round 
draft pick following the 2007 preseason, 
moved the Buccaneers into Jacksonville 
territory in each of his three possessions. 

Browns 27, Lions 10: At Cleveland, 
Derek Anderson looked worthy of being a 
No. 1 quarterback. Rookie Matthew Staf- 
ford hardly looked like a No. 1 pick. 

Anderson led Cleveland to its first offen- 
sive touchdown in seven games and stayed 
tight with Brady Quinn in their too-close- 
to-call quarterback competition, helping 


the Browns beat Stafford and the Detroit 
Lions 27-10 in their home exhibition open- 
er on Saturday night. 

Joshua Cribbs had an 84-yard TD punt 
return in the first half as the Browns (1- 
1) built a 20-0 lead. Rookie James Davis 
added an 81-yard TD run and 116 yards on 
12 carries for Cleveland. 

After coming off the bench last week be- 
hind Quinn in Green Bay, Anderson got the 
start from coach Eric Mangini and finished 
8-for-13 for 130 yards with one interception. 

Stafford, selected first by Detroit in 
April’s draft, threw an interception on 
Detroit’s first play and went 5-for-13 for 34 
yards. 

Packers 31, Bills 21: Green Bay’s new- 
look defense forced turnovers on three of 
visiting Buffalo’s first four possessions. 

Quarterback Aaron Rodgers hit seven 
straight passes to begin the game for Green 
Bay, finishing 8-for-9 for 98 yards and two 
touchdowns. The only potential bad news 
for the Packers came in the form of in- 
juries to safety Nick Collins and backup 
quarterback Matt Flynn. 

Starter Trent Edwards was 7-for-11 for 
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45 yards and an interception for the Bills, 
who were without injured receiver Ter- 
rell Owens. Bills backup Ryan Fitzpatrick 
threw a TD and an interception. 

He was 12-for-16 for 112 yards. 

Running back Marshawn Lynch was 
held to six yards on six carries as the Bills 
had trouble moving the ball without Owens 
and were held scoreless until late in the 
third quarter. 

49ers 21, Raiders 20: Alex Smith com- 
pleted three of nine passes and threw an 
interception in what might have been his 
last chance to beat out Shaun Hill for host 
San Francisco’s starting quarterback job. 

Rookie Nate Davis led the Niners to 
three scores in the fourth quarter, with 
Kory Sheets’ 5-yard run giving San Fran- 
cisco a 21-14 lead. Charlie Frye scored on 
a 14-yard run for Oakland but threw an 
incompletion on the 2-point conversion at- 
tempt with 3:30 to go. 

Smith, the No. 1 overall pick in the 2005 
draft, is running out of time to convince 
coach Mike Singletary that he should be 
the starter this season. 

Saints 38, Texans 14: At Houston, 
Mike Bell made the most of Reggie Bush’s 
absence, rushing 10 times for 100 yards 
and a touchdown for New Orleans. 

Bell, a former starter in Denver who 
had just 45 yards rushing in the past two 
seasons, is vying to be the Saints’ third 
running back. On Saturday he and Pierre 
Thomas split time with the first team while 
Bush was out with a strained calf. 

Drew Brees was 9-for-14 for 87 yards 
and a touchdown after missing three days 
of practice to attend his mother’s funeral. 

Houston’s Andre Johnson had four re- 
ceptions for 38 yards and New Orleans re- 
ceiver Marques Colston had six receptions 
for 66 yards. 

Chargers 17, Cardinals 6: San Diego’s 
defense got the best of Kurt Warner and 
host Arizona’s first-team offense. 

The Cardinals starters managed just a 
field goal, set up by a game-opening 89- 
yard kickoff return by diminutive rookie 
LaRod Stephens-Howling. 

Warner completed six of 13 for 80 yards 
and was intercepted by Antonio Cromartie, 
who stepped in front of Larry Fitzgerald 
for one of two picks the Chargers had in 
their own end zone to thwart Cardinals 
scoring threats. 

Seahawks 27, Broncos 13: At Seattle, 
Kyle Orton’s second preseason game as the 
Broncos’ starter was mostly a reassuring 
answer to his dismal debut. He completed 
16 of his first 19 throws with a touchdown 
before he relapsed into a mistake. 

Matt Hasselbeck was even better, going 
16-for-23 with two touchdowns in his two 
quarters. 

He also withstood the first hits on his re- 
cuperating back in nine months during the 
Seahawks’ win over Denver. 


Ryan expects ‘special’ game as Jets take on Ravens

BALTIMORE — Jets vs. Ravens in a 
preseason game? 

Yawn. 

How about a Monday night battle of wits 
between outspoken first-year head coach 
Rex Ryan and the sensational defense he 
helped create? 

Now that sounds interesting! 

After building one of the stingiest de- 
fenses in NFL history, Ryan left Baltimore 
during the offseason to oversee the revival 


of the downtrodden Jets. The teams won’t 
meet during the regular season, so this 
is the only chance in 2009 for Ryan to go 
against his former boss, John Harbaugh, 
and the organization that paid his checks 
the past 10 years. 

“The atmosphere is going to be awe- 
some out there because I’m coming back,” 
Ryan said with a chuckle. “You’re playing 
against a great football team and one that’s 
going to be great in the New York Jets, so 
I think that’s going to be a great matchup. 
You got myself and John, two great buddies 
going against each other.” 


Ryan’s fondness for Harbaugh and the 
Ravens didn’t prevent him from criticizing 
his former team for the decision to give the 
No. 99 worn by former standout defensive 
end Michael McCrary to rookie Paul Kru- 
ger. Ryan later apologized, but it’s obvious 
that he’s got the Ravens on his mind. 

“You're like, ‘Wow, this is a preseason 
game,’ but it’s going to feel special. I know 
it is,’ Ryan insisted. “It’s not just going to 
feel special to me. It’s going to feel special 
for all our guys.” 

Especially linebacker Bart Scott and 
safety Jim Leonhard, who left the Ravens 


as free agents to sign with New York. 

“This will be my first time on the oppos- 
ing sideline. It was my first home. I played 
seven years and had seven great years,” 
Scott said. “It will be exciting to go back 
there and really show myself well. I will 
see some familiar faces, but when the clock 
strikes, I have no friends.” 

Baltimore’s defense still has Ryan’s fin- 
gerprints all over it. Greg Mattison took 
over for Ryan as defensive coordinator, 
but the swagger — and mainstays Ray 
Lewis, Ed Reed and Haloti Ngata — is 
unchanged.

CARSON, Calif. — The first 
champion of an unlikely league 
had an even less plausible rise to 
the top. 

Sky Blue FC won the Women’s 
Professional Soccer title on Sat- 
urday by beating the Los Angeles 
Sol 1-0 in the championship game. 
The club from New Jersey nearly 
didn’t make the playoffs after its 
second coach resigned with two 
games remaining in the season. 

Christie Rampone took over as 
player-coach in late July when 
Kelly Lindsey resigned one day 
before practice. 

Now she and the nearly two 
dozen women she played along- 
side since March are champi- 
ons of the United States’ second 
try at a women’s soccer league 
— launched in a worldwide reces- 
sion — after the first one lasted 
only three seasons. 

“We’ve been through a lot this 
year,” Rampone said. “But this 
team stuck together. Our goal 
coming into the playoffs was 
making sure we had each oth- 
ers’ backs and playing with no 
pressure.” 

Two months before Lindsey re- 
signed, Sky Blue suspended, then 
fired its first coach, Ian Sawyers 
— who led the San Jose Cyber- 
Rays to the first title of the Wom- 
en’s United Soccer Association in 
2001. 

Sky Blue president Thomas 
Hofstetter said he became con- 
cerned early in the season over 
how Sawyers treated staffers and 
players. 

Without offering specifics, Hof- 
stetter said he feared the club was 
becoming an unpleasant work 
environment. 

Under Lindsey, who was pro- 
moted from assistant, Sky Blue 
went 5-4-3 to climb into playoff 
contention. 

General manager Gerry Mar- 
rone — also a replacement be- 
cause Sawyers began the season 
in that role — said that on the 
morning Lindsey resigned, he 
suspended assistant coach Joe 
Dorini. He didn’t disclose the na- 
ture of the violation. 

Oh, and two weeks before she 
had to take over as player-coach, 
Rampone had surgery for a rup- 
tured ovarian cyst. 

After all that, winning seemed 
almost a simple matter: Heather 
O’Reilly scored in the 16th min- 
ute, Los Angeles got a red card 11 
minutes later and Sky Blue hung 
on for a 1-0 triumph. 

“The fibers of this team are 
so close and so tight that nothing 
was going to break us,” O’Reilly 
said. 

Sky Blue started the season 
with only one victory in its first 
seven games, squeaked into the 
playoffs and then won three 
games in eight days. 

The Sol came in as regular-sea- 
son champs, with scoring leader 
Marta and the stingiest defense 
in the league. It wasn’t enough. 

“Does this hurt?” Sol midfielder 
Shannon Boxx asked rhetorically.

European Grand Prix 


VALENCIA, Spain — Brawn 
GP’s Rubens Barrichello won the 
European Grand Prix on Sunday 
to claim his first Formula One 
victory in five years. 

The 37-year-old Brazilian took 
advantage of a costly pit-stop error 
by Lewis Hamilton’s McLaren 
team to record his 10th career 
victory — his first since the 2004 
Chinese Grand Prix — and boost 
his championship hopes. 

Hamilton finished second 
ahead of Ferrari’s Kimi Raik- 
konen after having started the 
Valencia street race from the pole 
position. 

Jenson Button finished seventh 
to have his championship lead cut 
to 18 points over teammate Bar- 
richello. Red Bull’s Mark Webber 
finished ninth and is 20.5 points 
behind Button. 

“It’s going to be a good fight. 
But at least it’s going to be a fair 
fight between ourselves,” said 
Barrichello, who danced on the 
podium after pumping his fists 
wildly through the victory lap. 

Luca Badoer, who is filling in 
for injured Ferrari driver Felipe 
Massa, finished 17th after start- 
ing last. 

Hamilton, who also finished 
second at last year’s race, looked 
to be cruising to a second straight 
victory after having taken the 
Hungarian Grand Prix. But 
McLaren’s mechanics fumbled 
when removing tire warmers dur- 
ing his final pit stop, which lasted 
13.4 seconds, and the chance was 
gone. 

In other racing news: 

@ Will Power broke two verte- 
brae in his lower back and sus- 
tained aconcussion after crashing 
into Nelson Philippe during Indy- 
Car Series practice for the So- 
noma Grand Prix on Saturday. 

Conquest Racing driver 
Philippe also sustained a con- 
cussion along with an open frac- 
ture to his left foot that required 
surgery. 

Power, the former road course 
specialist who finished fifth in 
this year’s Indianapolis 500, 
crashed into Philippe coming 
out of a blind corner at Infineon 
Raceway. He was scheduled for 
an exam later Saturday, but In- 
dyCar officials didn’t expect any 
further updates on his status until 
Sunday. 

Power was airlifted to nearby 
Santa Rosa Memorial Hospital. 
Philippe was taken by ambulance 
to the same hospital, where the 
Frenchman was underwent sur- 
gery on his foot. 


Gigantic video boards 
a target at Cowboys Stadium 


ARLINGTON, Texas — The 
video boards at the new Cowboys 
Stadium were the center of atten- 
tion at the building’s first football 
game, and that wasn’t always a 
good thing. 

Although fans were in awe of 
the world’s largest high-defini- 
tion screens — roughly 60 yards 
wide, 25 yards high and as clear 
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Americans earn 3 more golds on final day 


as any 52-incher — punters for 
the Tennessee Titans used it for 
target practice before and during 
the preseason home opener Fri- 
day night. 

Tennessee backup A.J. Tra- 
passo conked it during the 
third quarter, forcing a do-over 
once the officials realized what 
happened. 

Then Trapasso nearly hit it 
again, prompting questions about 
whether the team needs to make 
the first major change to its $1.15 
billion building. 

“It is an issue,” said Tennessee 
coach Jeff Fisher, co-chair of the 
NFL’s competition committee, a 
group that could force the Cow- 
boys to take action if they don’t do 
it on their own. 

“Something has to get worked 
out.” 

The league is on the case. 

“We are aware of it and will con- 
tinue to monitor it,’ NFL spokes- 
man Greg Aiello said Saturday. 

In other NFL news: 

™ Miami Dolphins defensive 
backs Sean Smith and Jason 
Allen were scratched from Satur- 
day night’s exhibition game after 
coming down with flu-like symp- 
toms, and teammates expressed 
concern that swine flu was a 
possibility. 

Smith and Allen underwent 
tests and remained at the team 
hotel during the game. 

Afterward, the Dolphins said 
they did not yet have the test 
results. 

m@ Pittsburgh Steelers quarter- 
back Ben Roethlisberger sat out 
Saturday night’s game against 
the Washington Redskins after 
injuring his Achilles’ tendon in 
practice. 

Roethlisberger was hurt Thurs- 
day when left tackle Max Starks 
stepped on the quarterback’s foot. 
Roethlisberger was able to travel 
with the team to Washington. 

@ Brandon Marshall’s feud with 
the Broncos continued Saturday, 
with the disgruntled wide receiv- 
er remaining in Denver while the 
rest of the team lost an exhibition 
game at Seattle. 

Marshall spent two days last 
week working almost exclusively 
with the scout team after saying 
he was nowhere near mastering 
the new offense. 

He is upset with the Broncos 
over their refusal to redo his con- 
tract after consecutive 100-catch 
seasons or to trade him. He’s also 
angry with their handling of his 
acquittal on battery charges last 
week. 

Players were told by a staffer 
not to say they were happy for 
Marshall. 

™@Seahawks starting center 
Chris Spencer injured his leg and 
will have more tests to determine 
how long he will be out. 

Spencer hurt his left quadri- 
ceps muscle in the second quar- 
ter of Saturday night’s exhibition 
victory over Denver. 

He was taken to the locker 
room on a motorized cart. 

Seahawks coach Jim Mora 
called the injury “the most se- 
rious” of assorted bumps and 
bruises. Mora said Spencer will 
have an MRI on Sunday. 
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Kyle Busch finds some happiness 


Sharpie 500 win puts 
driver on Chase track

BRISTOL, Tenn. — Kyle Busch 
was finally able to shake that 
anger. 

Derided all week by rival Brian 
Vickers as a generally unhappy 
human being, Busch had reason 
to celebrate Saturday night when 
he held off Mark Martin over a 
frantic four-lap sprint to the fin- 
ish at Bristol Motor Speedway. 
His fourth victory of the season 
put him back in contention for the 
Chase for the championship. 

And that miserable existence 
Vickers described? Perhaps he 
was confused by Busch’s passion 
for winning. 

“T am a guy who loves to win,” 
Busch said. “There’s nothing else 
to me but the feeling of winning.” 

Although he grabbed victories 
in the lower-tier NASCAR series, 
including Wednesday night in the 
truck race at Bristol, he’d come 
up empty in 13 consecutive races 
in the Sprint Cup Series. It was a 
healthy slump for a guy who won 
races at a rapid pace last sea- 
son, 21 in all spanning all three 
series. 

The struggle to accept defeat 
had been seemingly too much for 
Busch to handle of late. 

“T hate that he lives in such an 
angry place. It must be miser- 
able to live like that,” Vickers said 
Friday at Bristol in the wake of a 
feud that began on the final lap 
of last week’s Nationwide race at 
Michigan. 

Busch knew his emotions were 
getting the best of him. His feed- 
back during races had fallen off, 
his mood was often sour even out- 
side the race car and it seemed to 
be affecting his performance. The 
top seed in last year’s Chase en- 
tered Saturday night’s race 15th 
in the standings and in need of a 
flawless run to save his season. 

He delivered by smoothly 
working his way to the front, then 
holding off the veteran Martin in 
a series of restarts over the final 
50 laps. It helped him climb off 
the ropes and keep his title hopes 
alive. 

His fourth victory of the season 
— tied with Martin for most in 
the Sprint Cup Series — jumped 
him two spots in the standings to 
13th. 

With two races to go before the 
12-driver field is set, Busch trails 


12th-place driver Matt Kenseth 
by just 34 points. 

“No pressure on us yet!” his 
team radioed after he crossed the 
finish line. “This 18 is not going 
down without a fight!” 

Busch was silent for a few 
seconds before celebrating with 
a smoky burnout on the front- 
stretch and his traditional bow 
to the crowd. He then grabbed 
the checkered flag from a NAS- 
CAR official, but gave it to a fan 
through a hole in the fence. 

“T hope this just isn’t a fluke to 
get in the Chase,” he said in Vic- 
tory Lane. “We need to run well 
at Atlanta and Richmond.” 

Martin, the pole-sitter, fin- 
ished second in the 1,000th start 
of his career. Just like Busch, he 
improved his Chase chances and 
moved up two spots to 10th. 

But he could have moved Busch 
out of his way several times over 
the final 50 laps, including the 
dramatic four-lap sprint to the 
finish. 

Instead, he raced him clean 
and defended his decision not to 
use his bumper on Busch. 

“Anyone who thinks I was soft 
out there on the race track wasn’t 
watching,” Martin said. “I raced 
my guts out.” 

Martin led 240 of the 500 laps, 
and Busch could commiserate 
with his bridesmaid showing. 

“Mark Martin, what a class act. 
He deserved to win this race,” 
Busch said. 

“Ym sorry he got second. I 
know how he feels. But man, I 
drove as hard as I could. He had 
a chance, could have done it, he 
raced me clean.” 

It broke a 13-race winless 
streak, an eternity for Busch since 
he joined Joe Gibbs Racing last 
season, in the Cup series. But he’s 
been struggling to regain the mo- 
mentum he had most of last year, 
and his confidence at times has 
seemed shattered as he struggled 
to accept defeat. 

“We didn’t have the best car, 
but had a car capable enough 
to doing it if I can drive it hard 
enough,” he said. “I gave it every- 
thing I had. It’s crazy.” 

Marcos Ambrose was third, 
and Greg Biffle and Denny Ham- 
lin rounded out the top five. Ham- 
lin came back from an early tire 
issue to grab his top-five finish. 

Ryan Newman was sixth, fol-

lowed by Kurt Busch, Jimmie 
Johnson, Dale Earnhardt Jr. and 
Kenseth. 

It was a mixed night for the 
Chase contenders. Points leader 
Tony Stewart had an early radio 
problem, an issue with his power 
and a generally miserable night 
as he finished 33rd. 


Kasey Kahne was 28th. Carl 
Edwards was 16th. 

Juan Pablo Montoya moved to 
second on the track at one point, 
but a tire problem dropped him 
like a rock through the field and 
he lost six positions before he was 
saved by a caution. 

“Good! What has changed 
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on this thing?” Montoya asked. 
“We’re going to wreck.” 

Fighting for his own Chase 
berth, he was urged to stay calm 
by crew chief Brian Pattie. 

“Dude, you’re going to be fine. 
You’re still P8,” Pattie said. “Just 
get a top 10 like we talked about.” 

But when racing resumed, 
Montoya continued to slide back- 
ward, finally heading to the pits 
to change what he suspected 
was a flat right-side tire. He fin- 
ished 25th and fell to ninth in the 
standings. 

Four-time series champion Jeff 
Gordon struggled and finished 
23rd, and Johnson put himself 
in position to cross Bristol off the 
list of six active tracks on which 
he has yet to win. 

Instead, a loose wheel on a late 
tire change sent him back into the 
pits and he dropped from race- 
winning contention. 
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
